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Trade unionism is a business and a very important 
one that spreads out over prac- 


and serious business, 
tically every activity of life. It follows the worker 
wherever he goes to toil and produce the essentials and 
luxuries of life. It reaches out into the home, to the 
street and to the playground of his children and every- 
where exercises a telling influence upon the men and 
women with whom it comes in contact. Its power is 
recognized by all, though some seek to avoid its 
effects. Yet friend and enemy alike must reckon 
with it and to a greater or smaller degree regulate 
their conduct in harmony with its tenets. It must, 
therefore, be clear to the dullest comprehension 
that a great responsibility rests upon the shoulders of 
the membership of the trade union movement owing to 
the fact that it has so much to do with the weal or woe 
of the great mass of the people, elite or common. 

To make it best serve its great purpose it needs the 
activity and the help of every member, and every indi- 
vidual connected with it must of necessity share the 
responsibility for the manner in which it performs its 
functions. From this responsibility there is no escape 
because the movement is founded upon a democratic 
basis wherein each is clothed with exactly the same 
power and authority in spite of these uncontradictable 
facts, there are many members in almost every union 
who pay little or no attention to the duties and respon- 
sibilities involved in their membership. They merely 
pay their dues to keep in good standing, and, with many, 
even this is done grudgingly and with unconcealed dis- 
pleasure. What must be the state of mind of such indi- 
viduals? Do they believe they are possessed of an 
endowment which gives them the right to accept bene- 
fits for which others must exert themselves, or are they 
just sluggards in the movement who never think at all 
except of themselves ? 

If a man invests money in a business, he will be 
watchful of how that business is run and will exert 
himself to the utmost to see to it that it is properly car- 
ried on. There is no business in the world that year 
after year pays the dividends on the investment that 
the trade union movement _does, yet many members 
seem to feel that it does so well without any attention 
from them that they need not bother their heads about 


it. While this conduct pays a splendid tribute to those 


who are active in the affairs of the various unions, still 
the success of the unions is the business of every mem- 
ber and calls for the active interest and support of each 
individual affiliated, either directly or indirectly, with 
them. 

That trade unionism has been a success no one will 
dispute. That the labor movement as a whole has made 
progress under most discouraging conditions is a fact 
beyond dispute, but whether it has advanced the inter- 
‘ests of its membership as rapidly as might have been 
the case had each’ individual exerted himself toward 
that end in the years that have gone by is, to say the 
least, questionable. It is highly probable that the 
movement might have been considerably more success- 
ful in a variety of different ways if the millions who 
make up its membership had actively co-operated with 
their fellows in efforts directed toward accomplishment 
of those purposes concerning which there is no dis- 
agreement between them, to say nothing of those activ- 
ities relating to which there has not been unanimity of 
opinion. 

The tactics and practices of trade unions are con- 
stantly changing, because the conditions which con- 
front them are altered to meet the demands of the time, 
and the member who pays no attention to union affairs 
other than the payment of dues is not in a position to 
intelligently determine the proper course to pursue 
under a given set of circumstances, and as a direct 
consequence of this condition of affairs many mistakes 
are made which interfere with the orderly conduct of 
union business and retard the progress of the move- 


ment as a whole. 


And the unfortunate thing about it is 
that the active and the loyal member must suffer as a 
result of the inactivity and disloyalty of the others. 

It is meet and proper that occasionally we sit down 
in meditative mood and survey the retrospect in order 
that we may profit by our failures and successes. And 
what time could be better for such contemplation than 
the period around Labor Day, the day set apart by our 
National Government to be celebrated in honor of the 
men and women of toil. Businessmen annually set aside 
a time for invoicing. Trade unionism is a business and 
should be conducted upon a business basis in order to 
succeed. The sooner that time arrives the better for 


all the hosts of toil. 
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Chester H. Rowell recently returned from a tour of the 
world and in discussing his trip last week he gave a most 
interesting discussion of one or two things he had observed 
on this trip, “One of the striking things is the 
present revolt of the brown men and all the colored men 
against European and white domination. That has been 
brewing for a long time and since the war seems to have 
exploded in a most extraordinary fashion, due partly to the 
coming up of racial pride, partly to the development of an 
educated proletariat, but chiefly due to the consciousness of 
the weakness of Europe. This revolt, evidenced in the 
Philippines, in the Swaraj movement in India, and similar 
movements in Burma, Ceylon and to a lesser degree in Java, 
also in the complete revolution of Turkish life, and the 
Nationalist movement in Egypt, as well as developments 
in the Soudan, indicates a rising movement of solidarity of 
the black and vellow races against the white. The Turks, 
belonging to the Oriental race, regard themselves, senti- 
mentally, as part of the movement, and are trying to make 
themselves a sort of new Japan in the Near East. 

“This has nothing to do with the immigration question 
except as involved in the fact that when we touch immigra- 
tion we touch the race question. The colored races are de- 
termined that their ancient subordination to the white race 
shall end, and are organizing with considerable success to

“Decent relations between the two countries are abso- 
lutely vital to the salvation of Japan.” The speaker gave in- 
teresting illustrations of "Japanese psychology as evidenced 


at the time of the earthquake. “When relief came from 


America, there was a curious surprise with some who 
thought Americans, supposedly anti-Japanese, must have 


changed their minds. Then, when the exclusion act came, 
there was the same surprise based on a supposed new change 
of mind. 

“Speaking of the biological aspect of Japanese assimila- 
tion, while all Japanese are willing to agree that under pres- 
ent differing ideals, intermarriage would be undesirable as 
likely to result unhappily, none are willing to agree that 
after a few generations have given American Japanese de- 
scendants standards similar to our own, the same conclusion 
would prevail. 

“The Japanese consider themselves our equals and able 
to assimilate themselves to us, and consider that our objec- 
tions to that idea are based on ignorance and prejudice. T 
met only with the most uniform courtesy from all classes of 
Japanese, frequently at times and under circumstances when 
it could not reasonably have been expected. TI believe that 
foreigners who conduct themselves with ordinary courtesy 
and decency are treated with absolute courtesy by the 
Japanese.

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not used,—“foreigner” or “European” being the inclusive 
term. We should realize when we hear of discourtesies or 
of discourteous statements in newspapers, that Japan has 
all sorts of people with all sorts of views, as well as America 
has, and should not accept those incidents as indicating the 
national spirit.” 

Being asked whether or not there is a general desire of 
Europeans to come to this country, Mr. Rowell said he had 
been busy with other things, although he did not doubt there 
were great numbers with that desire. He found the view 
there that America, who did not have to go into the war, 
should have stayed until it was finished, haying once entered, 
instead of quitting when the war was only half over. 


The undeveloped or potential water power resources of 
the United States amount to the huge total of 34,818,000 
horse power, the U. S. Geological Survey announces follow- 
ing a survey of streams, rivers and other water courses. 
The survey was made on the basis of the horse power ca- 
pacity available 90 per cent of the time. A similar survey 
on the basis of the horse power available 50 per cent of the 
time showed a horse power of approximately 55,000,000. 

Water wheels now in operation in the United States to 
generate energy for public utilities and for general manu- 
facturing have a capacity of 9,086,958 horse power, the sur- 
vey reported recently. 

Undeveloped horse power capacity, therefore, amounts 
to nearly four times that which is in use. 

Washington leads all other states in undeveloped water 
power. Streams in that state could be harnessed to produce 
4,970,000 horse power. California ranks second with a 
capacity of 4,603,000 horse power, while New York is third 


with a potential water energy amounting to 4,010,000 horse’ 


power.

3 COURTS INFRINGING RIGHTS OF 
2 
2 


Scoring the fast growing use of injunctions in labor 
disputes, Senator George Wharton Pepper of Pennsylvania 
strongly upheld the contention of organized labor that in- 
junctions menace liberty and infringe the rights of the 
workers, in an address before the American Bar Association 
in Philadelphia. 

Directing attention to the hostility of the workers toward 
the Federal courts, Senator Pepper virtually declared that 
the hostility was deserved and that the Federal courts had 
only themselves to blame for the attitude of labor. Abuse 
of the injunction, he said, is arousing a revolutionary spirit 
and is regarded by the worker as tyranny for which there 
is no excuse. 

CONFIDENCE IN COURTS ESSENTIAL TO NATION. 

“Under such a system of government as ours,” he added, 
“the maintenance of well-nigh universal confidence in the 
judiciary is pretty nearly essential to national safety. Is it 
not worth while to place elsewhere than upon our Federal 
judges the burden of solving for us our legislative and ex- 
ecutive problems? 

“To maintain such confidence, must we not confine the 
courts to the sphere in which the creators of our constitu- 
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tional system intended them to live and move and have their 
being?” 

Comparing the British and American attitude toward 
organized labor, as reflected in legislation and legal policy, 
Senator Pepper said that Great Britain recognized peaceable 
picketing as a legitimate concomitant of a strike and had 
trained the guns of criminal procedure upon conduct which 
threatens breach of the peace or invasion of private right. 

PICKETING DEFINED AS SELF-DEFENSE. 

Picketing, Senator Pepper declared, might be regarded 
as “protective action of a great social group who feel out- 
raged at what seems to them the betrayal of their class by 
its own members,” 

“The thing called picketing,” he continued, “may be re- 
garded as much more than an effort to persuade or intimi- 
date non-union workers. 

“In a community which so conceives of it, picketing is 
not a thing to be stopped by injunction. It is rather a thing 
to be domesticated along with the strike. Attending at or

“| suggest that it is in this connection that you will find 
an instructive contrast between the English industrial situ- 
ation and ours. If you read the Trades Disputes Act 
you will find in section 2 a definite statutory declaration of 
the legality of some of the very things from which the 
striking shopmen were enjoined eighteen months ago by the 
United States District Court for the Northern District of 
Illinois. This means that in England picketing has been 
recognized as inevitable class self-protection, while with us 
it is still trated as a preventable offense against the rules of 
industrial war.” 

INJUNCTION TYRANNY GROWING, HE SHOWS. 

Reviewing the use of injunctions in labor disputes, Sen- 
ator Pepper reminded his audience that it was in 1888 that 
a state court first issued an injunction in a labor case. The 
first by a Federal court was in 1891. Today, he said, in- 
junctions have become a recognized function of the Federal 
courts. 

Study of these orders, he said, showed that injunctions 
had become more and more comprehensive until they had 
culminated in the railroad shopmen’s injunction order. He 
declared that during the shopmen’s strike of 1922, nearly 
every one of the 261 “Class I” railroads applied for injunc- 
tions and that no application was denied, nearly 300 orders 
being issued. 
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“Naturally enough,” continued the Senator,, “there have 
been bitter protests from the ranks of labor. To the striker 
it seems like tyranny to find such vast power exercised not 
by a jury of one’s neighbors but by a single official who is 
not elected but appointed, and whose commission comes from 
distant and little understood sources.” 

“The protests have taken every conceivable form,” he 
said. “They include a suggested act of Congress to take 
away the jurisdiction to issue injunctions except to protect 
tangible property, and a proposed amendment of the Con- 
stitution framed to make Federal judges elective. Whether 
the so-called Carraway act should be regarded as a protest 
emanating from organized labor I do not know. It is at 
any rate a manifestation of the same tendency.” 


ASKS STUDY OF ENGLISH ATTITUDE. 

Senator Pepper began his address by congratulating the 
2,000 members of the Bar Association who will attend a 
special meeting of the association in London. He prophe- 
sied that they would “note instructive contrasts between the 
British solution and our solution of many problems that have 
perplexed both parties.” 

He continued: “I suggest in particular that while abroad 
you note with care the attitude of the English people toward 
organized labor.

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More than one-half of the workers who fashion the 
nation’s motor cars lack normal vision, according to the Eye 
Sight Conservation Council of America. Conditions not dis- 
similar, it is asserted, exists among millions employed in 
other enterprises. 

Tests carried out by the Buick Motor Company at its 
plant in Flint, Mich., in co-operation with the Council, show 
that 560 per cent of the company’s new employees have de- 
fective evesight, the eyes of all having been examined when 
application for employment was made. 

Working with the Council in its nation-wide campaign 
of eye conservation, the Buick Company is testing the eye- 
sight of each applicant for work, the results being recorded 
daily on the personal record cards of employees, who at 
this time total 24,451. 

The situation at the Buick plant, following similar revela- 
tions at the Ford works in Detroit, and at other large indus- 
trial establishments, provide ample evidence that neglect by 
industry of the eyes of workers continues widespread, ac- 
cording to the Council, which, in its report, just issued, says: 


“The results of evesight tests of the 3,513 applicants 
for employment with the Buick Company may be considered 
as a representative standard of measurement not only for 
the entire automobile industry but for the millions of per- 
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sons engaged in other industrial pursuits in the United 
States. The persons examined at the Flint plant came from 
many different types of occupations seeking employment in 
the great variety of jobs to be had in a large plant manu- 
facturing a highly complicated product.” 

The Eye Sight Conservation Council recently completed 
a national survey of conditions affecting the eyesight of in- 
dustrial workers and school children, the findings being em- 
bodied in a report now being prepared for publication. 

“The completion of this undertaking,” the Council’s re- 
port concludes, “has been made possible by the splendid co- 
operation of the many industrial executives, school authori- 
ties and state officials who have generously supplied informa- 
tion and who have in this way given assistance in promoting 
a wider knowledge of the importance of eye hygiene and care 
of the eyes.”

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‘STATE COSTS vs. CORPORATION COSTS

Wigginton E. Creed is president, chief executive, of the 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co. Creed finds time, in addition to 
his arduous duties as president of that important corpora- 
tion, to be president of the Big Lagoon Lumber Co., presi- 
dent of the C. A. Hooper Shipping & Lumber Co., president 
of the Columbia Steel Corporation, president of the Contra 
Costa County Bank, Director of the East Bay Water Co., 
president of the Excelsior Investment Co., president of the 
South Shore Land Co., president of the Tempe Land and 
Improvement Co. and director of the Wells Fargo-Nevada 
National Bank. 

The chief executive of the state, the Governor, gives all 
of his time to his job. 

The ‘chief executive of the Pacific Gas & Electric Go: 
apparently has time for other jobs. The writer does not 
know the salaries President Creed receives for these numer- 
ous other jobs, but the salary he receives as chief executive 
of the Pacific Gas & Electric Co. is $50,000 a year. 

It is with Creed as president of the Pacific Gas & Elec- 
tric Co. with whom we have to do. 

As president of that corporation, Creed in 1921 spent 
good money and a lot of time in denouncing the govern- 
ment of the State of California as wasteful and extravagant. 
His object, the object of his corporation, was to defeat the 
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King Tax Equalization Bill, which made the taxes paid by 
his corporation proportionately something near the taxes 
paid by the plain citizen. Mr. Creed did not like the King 
Tax Equalization Bill. Hence his denunciation of the state 
government as extravagant. Creed failed in his efforts to 


defeat the Equalization Bill, but he did succeed in making 
the organization of the corporation of which he is president, 
subject for comparison with 


the Pacific Gas & Electric Co., 
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SHREVE & COMPANY 


Established 1852 


the organization that carries on the business of the State of 
California. 

In considering the comparison, the reader should bear 
in mind that the salaries paid state officials are paid out of 
rates collected by corporations for gas, electricity, transpor- 
tation, telephone service, etc. The salaries paid the officials 
of the Pacific Gas & Electric Co. are paid out of rates col- 
lected by the corporation. The Railroad Commission per- 
mits the corporation to collect from the public rates high 
enough to pay the expenses of the corporation, including the 
salaries of course, meet other legitimate charges, and have a 
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profit besides. It will be seen that the people in the rates fax 
they pay for electricity pay for the salaries of the corporation Officers and Members of Lodges 
officials. The people are therefore just as much concerned saa tes 


with economical administration of a power company cor- 
poration as they are with economical administration of their 
State government. 

The Pacific Gas & Electric Co. organization is headed by 
a chief executive, the president; the state organization is 
headed by a chief executive, the Governor. 

The state pays its chief executive $10,000 a year. He 
devotes all his time to the job. 

The Pacific Gas & Electric Co. pays its chief executive, 
Mr. Wigginton Creed, $50,000 a year. 

As has been seen, he does not devote all his time to 
the job. 

The state’s chief executive serves for a term of four 
vears. During his entire term he receives $40,000, $10,000 
less than the chief executive of this single power company 
receives in one year. During the four-year term of the 
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state’s chief executive, the chief executive of the Pacific Gas 
& Electric Co. receives $200,000, a sum sufficient to pay the 
salary of the state’s chief executive through five governors’ 
terms—twenty years. 

The state official next to the Governor is the Lieutenant- 
Governor. He receives for his services a modest $4000 a 
year. There is but one Lieutenant-Governor. 

The official next to the president in the Pacific Gas & 
Electric organization is the vice-president. But, whereas 
the state has but one Lieutenant-Governor, the Pacific Gas 
& Electric Co. has no less than nine vice-presidents. 

This article is based on the Pacific Gas & Electric Co.’s 
seventeenth annual report for the year 1922, the report for 
1923 not being available. The nine husky vice-presidents 
do not content themselves with any modest $4000, the allot- 
ment allowed California’s Lieutenant-Governor. During 
1922, two of those vice-presidents, John A. Britton and A. F. 
Hockenbeamer, were compensated at the rate of $30,000 a 
year each; two, P. M. Downing and A. H. Markwart, at 
$15,000; two, D. H. Foote and F. A. Leach, Jr., at $12,000; 
one, W. G, Vincent, Jr., at $10,000, and two, W. S. Yard and 
R. E. Fisher, at $7,500. 

The chief executive, and the nine vice-presidents of the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company received for their com- 
pensation in 1922, $209,000 as against $14,000 paid the one 
chief executive and the one vice-executive of-the State of 
California. The salaries of this imposing array of execu- 
tives of the Pacific Gas and Electric Company for a single 
year would pay the salaries of the Governor and Lieutenant 
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for fourteen years. It is only thirteen years since Hiram W. 
Johnson became Governor of California. So the salaries 
paid the chief executive and vice-executives of the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company for the single year of 1922, 
would have paid the salaries of the Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor for the last year of Governor Gillet’s administra- 
tion, for the six years of Johnson’s administration, for the 
six years of Stephens’ administration, and for the one year 
of Richardson’s administration. The salaries which those 
power executives received in 1923, rather larger than they 
Were in 1922 on the whole, would pay the salaries of the 
State’s chief executive and lieutenant-chief executive, cer- 
tainly to 1938 and probably to 1940. 
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The executives of the Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
do not end with their vice-presidents. 

In 1922, they listed eleven Division Managers. Two of 
these division managers, L. H. Newbert of Oakland and 
Henry Bostwick of San Francisco, received $7,500 each for 
their valuable services; three, E. W. Florence of Sacra- 
mento, Charles S. Northeutt of Modesto and John D. Kuster 
of San Jose, $6,000; six, E. C. Johnson of Marysville, J. B. 
Adams of Chico, H. M. Cooper of Auburn, H. G. Ridgway 
of San Rafael, C. R. Milford of Redding, H. B. Heryford 
of Red Bluff, $5,000 each. This makes a modest $78,000 a 
year which those who purchase electricity from the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company must pay executives of that cor- 

; poration in addition to the $200,000 noted above. 


But the executives of the Pacific Gas and Electric do 
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not stop at the well compensated division managers—the 
poorest paid of whom receive as much as California’s State 
Treasurer, Secretary of State, or State Controller. Under 
the division managers are “District Managers.’’ Some 


division managers have as many as four district managers 
under them. And these have their assistant-managers, and 
deputy-managers, and what not—all paid by the people of 
California who buy electricity and gas from the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company. And, by the way, these executives 
are all allowed generous expense accounts ranging from a 
few hundred dollars up to about $5,000 a year per executive 

In addition to all this, the Pacific Gas and Electric Com- 
pany has a law department; so has the State of California. 

The State of California pays the head of its law depart- 
ment, the Attorney General, $6,000 a year. 

The head of the law department of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company is called the “General Counsel.” He re- 
ceives $15,000 a year, as much in one year as the State 
Attorney General receives in two and a half. The electric 
company’s present General Counsel is Wm. B. Bosley. Mr. 
Bosley has made a fine record in laboring to convince legis- 
lators that “The Indeterminate Franchise’’—a_ perpetual 
franchise, as a matter of fact—should be granted California 
corporations. 


In fact at bar association meetings, legislative 
sessions, elsewhere and everywhere, Mr. Bosley has special- 
ized on the putting over of the indeterminate franchise, for 
which valuable service the ratepayers of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company have been paying, and, my understanding 
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is, still are paying Mr. Bosley, as much in one year as they 
pay their attorney general in two and a half. 

But General Counsel Bosley, of indeterminate franchise 
fame, is not the only attorney whom those who buy elec- 
tricity and power from the Pacific Gas and Electric Com- 
pany pay to work for that corporation. In addition to Mr. 
Bosley they are paying to C. P. Cutten, $15,000 a year; 
L. H. Susman, $8,588.98; J. P. Coghlan, $7,500, and others. 
It the people of California could afford to pay as generously 
for the up-keep of their State law department as they pay 
for the up-keep of the law department of the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company, it might be a fine thing for the people 
of California. 

Both the State of California and the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company maintain an auditing department. The 
State department is headed by the State Controller, at a 
salary of $5,000 a year. The electric company’s auditing 
department is headed by a general auditor, E. W. Hodges, 
who receives $7,337.90. 

The interested ratepayers who pay the generous salaries 
allowed these generously-compensated power company offi- 
cials are interested to know how the officials spend the time 
for which said ratepayers are paying. 

They have plenty to do. Vice-President A. H. Mark- 
wart,, salary $15,000 a year, for -example, has been very 
busy of late, as member of the committee of the Common- 
wealth Club which is considering the bay cities water sup- 
ply. The committee’s report did not find in favor of munici- 
pal distribution of Hetch Hetchy hydro-electric power. It 
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is, of course, merely a coincidence that the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company is vitally interested in preventing mu- 
nicipal distribution of Hetch Hetchy power. 

The executives of the Pacific Gas and Electric Company 
have plenty to do. You will find them in your own town, 
for example, active in the work of your Chamber of Com- 
merce, your Rotary Club, your Lion’s Club, in your fraternal 
bodies, and in your social circles. With the increasing de- 
mand for cheap rates for electricity which public ownership 
alone can make possible, the duties of these executives in 
Chamber of Commerce, fraternal body and social circles are 
increasing alarmingly. I use the word “alarmingly” ad- 
visedly, for if these increasing duties require the appoint- 
ment of additional executives they will be appointed, and, as 
has been said, the people will pay their salaries in rates for 
gas and electricity. 

These executives are also very active at Sacramento 
during a legislative session. When the corporations were 
laboring to defeat the King Tax Equalization Bill, for ex- 
ample, literally hundreds of corporation executives journey 
to the capital to oppose the bill. They filled hotel lobbies, 
capital corridors and the best restaurants. They put up 
quite an appearance, dressing well, lodging well and dining 
well. Most of them are adepts at giving legislators free 
meals gracefully. As has been said, the companies allow 
them generous expense accounts. 

The executives are also active in charity work. It was 
an executive of the Pacific Gas and Electric Company—one 
of the $30,000-a-year boys—who originated the expression 
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Trying to get along without enough 
silverware is all so unnecessary! In

It is quite conceivable that in a charity-giving contest, a 
wage earner making five dollars a day, will feel ‘the hurt” 
long before a $30,000-a-year man with a generous expense 
account. 


In the community chest drives, in Y. M. C. A. drives 
and all other “authorized” drives, corporation executives 
are very active and generous. This, of course, takes a lot 
of the time for which their neighbors, the ratepayers to their 
company, pay them so generously, and no doubt has more 
or less to do in inflating those expense accounts, which 
again, their neighbors pay. The neighbors, by the way, 
who are without expense money and are not paid for time 
devoted to such causes, come out of the drives after really 
paying “until it hurts.” There is no joke about that. 

Think of that, by the way, the next time you see an 
executive of the Pacific Gas and Electric Company—or of 
any other public utility, for in this regard the electric com- 
pany is typical of them all—leading a charity collection. 

But such work is well worth to the corporation the 
money which the patrons of the corporation pay for it; it 
gives the corporation a reputation in the community for 
public spiritedness. 

Then again many of these corporation executives have 
real work cut out for them around election time, in selecting 
and supporting candidates for city councils, boards of super- 
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visors and the legislature. They must keep in touch with 
the public men of their community, be able to call them by 
their first names. 

It will be seen that the life of a power company executive 
is a busy one. There is plenty for him to do; perhaps I had 
better have said, in view of the steady increase in the number 
of ratepayers, there are plenty for him to do. 

But when the ratepayer who reads this article switches 
on his electric light, his meter begins to run up charges on 
him at the rate of 6 to 9 cents a kilowatt-hour. In Ontario, 
where the blessings of private ownership of hydro-electric 
power have been given up, and with them the accommodat- 
ing power company executives, the charge is a little over 
two cents for the same service. 


And, by the way, which, say you, has the more eco- 
nomically conducted executive organization, the Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company or the State of California? 
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birth rate is high. In a restricted way, this high birth rate 
floods the country with Japanese for a short time, depress- 
ing the native birth rate. For, if Japanese come to America 
and take the jobs of Americans, the native population, seeing 
no work waiting for their children, will voluntarily restrict 
their birth rate. Undoubtedly, the high birth rate of the 
Japanese who come directly from Japan—that is, the Japan- 
ese of the first generation—depresses the white birth rate. 


But this is only in the first generation. In the second 
generation the birth rate drops, as it does with all immi- 
grants. Let us remember this most important fact: the 
birth rate of the Japanese of the first generation is no higher 
than the birth rate of any other immigrant stock. That 
means that the Japanese birth rate of today is no no higher 
than the German, Irish, or Swedish birth rate of the first 
generation of the ’50’s. Neither the Swedish, nor the Irish, 
nor the German population have outnumbered the native 
American population (because of their high birth rate). 
Today, after 75 years, we know that the high birth rate of 
those peoples did not so out-weigh the native that the native 
population was submerged. And if history shows that the 
high birth of other races did not cause them to outnumber 
the native stock, why should we fret about the high Japanese 
birth rate? 


The Japanese will not outnumber the native American 
population for a very simple reason: their birth rate falls in 
the second generation. In the second generation the Japan- 
ese propagate at the same rate as the native population. 
When the Japanese come to the United States they improve 
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their economic condition, and they raise their standard of 
living. Remember that a standard of living varies inversely 
with the birth rate. Once the Japanese secure a better social

with all other immigrants; their birth rate is high in the 


first generation and as low as the native rate in the second 
generation. This is a familiar occurrence with all immi- 
grants, so there is no particular reason to get excited over 
the high Japanese birth rate, any more than there is reason 
to get excited over the high birth rate of any other immi- 
grant class! 

The proof that the Japanese birth rate falls in later 
generations is found in Hawaii. There, the Japanese birth 
rate is ower than the white. Portuguese and Spaniards are 
increasing much faster than the Japanese, because there the 
situation, as compared to that in California, is reversed. 
The Japanese are in the position that ‘“natives’’ are here, 
and the Portuguese and Spaniards, in the position of the 
| first generation. In Hawaii the immigrants are white folk, 
and not vellow, and they have the high birth rate: so it is 
: ridiculous to claim that the Japanese race possesses the in- 

herent power of out-running the people of the world. They 


propagate in the second generation no faster than other 


| peoples. 
Therefore, why worry? Why talk of the Japanese birth 
peril? 
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When we meet the er, who siete that everything is 
all wrong and there is no possible way of making anything 
right, we want to be very sure not to let him influence us. 

Sometimes that sort of a chap is gifted with eloquence, 
very persuasive, and full up with figures that seem to bear 
evidence in favor of his contention. 

He almost makes us believe that everything worth while 
is impossible and wrong. 

The out-and-out pessimist, however, lacks three qualities 
that you and I have and should use. 

He lacks knowledge. And no man who lacks knowledge 
of what the race of man has done is able to give any kind of 
worth-while opinion as to what men can or will do. 

He lacks imagination. And imagination is needed to 
lay out the plan in advance of the work that has produced 
everything man has accomplished for his own benefit. 

He lacks courage. And Nature hates a coward, because 
it is not in the nature of things for any man to be afraid. 
The man who has knowledge and imagination, and still 
does not possess confidence to go forward and help his 
fellow-men go forward, is a poorer specimen than he who 
is merely ignorant or dull. 

The pessimist never gets anywhere himself. And if we 
heed his foolish and cowardly nonsense, we very likely will 
not get anywhere ourselves. 

We who are on our way to success need inspiration, and 
not discouragement. The Optimist. 
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“Pittsburgh plus,” the system by which the labor-hating 
Steel Trust has robbed the nation’s steel buyers of millions 
of dollars, must go. This is the dictum of the Federal 
Trade Commission, which has ordered the United States 
Steel Corporation and its subsidiaries to abandon “Pitts- 
burgh Plus,” which was found to be an unfair method of 
competition in violation of the Federal Trade Commission 
Act and price discrimination in violation of the Clayton Act 

Labor leaders hail the decision as another significant 
victory in the campaign to force the steel industry to “play 
fair.” The first big victory was the fight which ended in a 
promise by the Steel Trust that it would abolish the 12-hour 
workday, which is gradually being eliminated. The Steel 
Trust has fought tooth and nail against the abolishment of 
“Pittsburgh plus,” as it did against the abandonment of the 
12-hour day, but it has now lost both fights. 

END OF HOLDUP MEANS BIG SAVING. 

Steel users, particularly the farmers of the West, are 
expected to save great sums by the passing of “Pittsburgh 
plus.” All trades using steel should benefit by the decision

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building costs, with consequent steady employment for build- 
ing workers. 

The “Pittsburgh plus” price system is the system used 
by the United States Steel Corporation and its subsidiaries 
in quoting prices on rolled steel products manufactured at 
and shipped from their plants outside Pittsburgh at a Pitts- 
burgh base price plus an amount equivalent to what the rail- 
road freight charge on such products would be from Pitts- 
burgh to the csutomer’s destination if such products were 
actually shipped from Pittsburgh. Under this system the 
corporation pays the actual freight charges on the products 
from their mills where the products are manufactured to 
the customer’s destination, but the customer pays the freight 
from Pittsburgh. 

HOW STEEL TRUST MULCTS CONSUMER. 

The scheme operates in this way: United States Steel 
Corporation’s price at Chicago, which is a “Pittsburgh plus” 
price, is made up by taking the price at which the particular 
products are sold at Pittsburgh, say $30 a ton, and to this 
is added that amount which is equivalent to what the freight 
charge on the products from Pittsburgh to Chicago would 
be, as if the products were actually shipped from Pittsburgh,

Chicago steel user, therefore, who buys his steel from the 
Corporation’s mill in the city of Chicago must pay $7.60 
a ton more than his Pittsburgh competitor pays. In like 
fashion, the Duluth steel user must pay $43.20 per ton for 
steel he buys from the Corporation mill at Duluth, while his 
Pittsburgh competitor pays only $30 per ton, because the 
Duluth man must pay the imaginary freight charge on 
the goods which were never shipped from Pittsburgh to 
Duluth, or $13.20 per ton. This freight charge is referred 
to as “imaginary” because there is no actual freight charge 
incurred. No matter at what point, so long as it is outside 
of Pittsburgh, where the steel is actually manufactured by 
the Corporation, the Corporation charges the Pittsburgh 
prices. 

As to the “Pittsburgh plus’ system, the Commission 
finds that (a) it is contrary to the public interests: (b) it 
is based on the laws of supply and demand; (c) it is a price- 
fixing scheme succeeding the old steel pools, Gary dinners, 
etc.; (d) it is made possible by the dominant position occu- 
pied in the steel industry by the United States Steel Cor- 
poration ; (e) it substantially lessens and eliminates competi- 
tion; (f) it destroys competitors; (g) it is price discrimina- 
tion not made in good faith to meet competition; (h) it is 
an unfair method of competition: (i) it retards business in 
all steel centers except Pittsburgh; (j) it adds unnecessary 
millions of dollars annually to the cost of steel products, and 
specifically adds $30,000,000,000 to the cost of steel prod-

Success in the life of an organism is dependent upon a 
proper control of the vital forces maintaining it in conformity 
with its organic possibilities. By organic possibilities we 
mean such changes in the mode of life of the organism as 
serve to develop the organism into a more and more perfect 
realization of its ideal or fundamental plan; and this excludes 
every change that has the effect of changing the organism 
into something inherently antagonistic to its fundamental 
purpose. : 

Applying this principle to society, nation and community, 
we note that social institutions and the progress of civilized 
life depend absolutely upon the increasing capacity of society 
to govern its increasingly complex conditions and institu- 
tions in a manner to promote the individual and collective 


welfare of the members composing it. 


In the history of the organized labor movement there are 
periods in which certain activities and objects predominate. 
These periods are distinguished by certain slogans, institu- 
tional changes, or movements that characterize them and 
mark them off from those they precede or follow. Thus we 
have a period when the slogan was “the Chinese must go,” 
another when it called for the exclusion for all Asiatics, the 
restriction of immigration; the period calling for an employ- 
ers’ liability law, woman suffrage, a living and a minimum 


wage, safety first, etc.; a period calling for “labor repre-

sentation,” “industrial democracy,” and other similar objects 
contemplating profound changes in the body politic. 

Each of these movements require the use of different 
means and activities for the accomplishment of their aims, 
they develop new forms of organization or institutions to 
carry out their plans, and go to make up the accumulated 
experience and history of organized labor. 

One of the newest of these movements is the Trades 
Union Promotional League movement, inaugurated by the 
Union Label Trades Department of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, at the last convention of the department held 
at Portland, Oregon, September 27-28, 1923. From the pro- 
ceedings of that convention we obtain the first authentic 
information as to how this movement originated.

able information in regards to the leagues established in 
\arious Eastern cities, especially the one in Louisville, where 
iarough the activities of the organization a strong labor 
movement has been established in place of the poor one for- 
merly existing there. 

June I, 1924, is among the red-letter days in San Fran- 
isco labor history, as from this date the labor organizations 
interested in forming a local promotional league reckon their 
oficial connection with the undertaking. At this writing, 
july 24, 1924, sixty-seven local unions have pledged them- 
selves to contribute each a stipulated sum, ranging from $5 
to $25 a month, for the financial support of the league. It 
is calculated that after six months the organization will be 
self-supporting. 

This is the first time in San Francisco labor history that 
such a large number of unions have at one and the same 
time set aside funds for the prosecution of a label campaign, 
and this unusual interest augurs well.for the success of the 
league’s activities in this city. The following are the sixty- 
seven organizations that up to this date are sponsoring 
this undertaking:

The Sun has 
given birth to a beautiful daughter, who travels in the foot- 
steps of her mother. The Good Baldur returns and with 
him all righteous and good people, and a new race is to 
inhabit the earth. The Almighty, whose name must never 
be spoken, comes to reign and judge over the people. They 
shall all dwell in the magnificent palace, Gimle, which is 
more beautiful than the sun and is covered with gold. But 
far away lies the fort Nastrand, with gates toward the 
north.

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WAGES AND LAND 


By JAMES R. BROWN 


Trades Unions have gained enormous advantages for 
the workers over the conditions of one hundred years ago. 
Working conditions have been improved. The hours of 
labor have been shortened; care during sickness and acci- 
dent insurance have been instituted. The results of col- 
lective bargaining and united action regarding wages have 
proven the efficiency of trades union principles. 

But the advantages reaped from the activity of the 
unions have not, so far, raised the worker to the plane to 
which he aspires, and which, in justice, he ought to reach. 
His wages are still far below what his labor, reckoned by 
production, ought to be, and what he gets in the way of 
food, clothing and shelter and the comforts and conveni- 
ences of life is very far below what he ought to get when 
the cost of making what he buys is considered. In addition, 
he is still harried by the fear of the loss of employment and 
the probability of reduced wages when times are dull. 

While it is gratifying to be able to rejoice over advances 
made, we must not forget that the great problem of the 
worker has not been solved. No remedy has been found 
for unemployment. Except for the period of the war and 
one or two years after, hundreds of thousands of workers 
—sometimes millions—have been without employment. Un- 
til we remedy this condition the wage question will always

tion, we have made a land monopoly so that it is owned by 
a few, who are holding a large portion of it idle so that those 
who desire to work on the soil have to pay an excessive 
price for it or become tenant farmers. Their sole wage is 
the meager remainder left after the land owner has collected 
his rent. He is, therefore, but a poor customer for those 
who work in factory, shop or mine. Because of the exces- 
sive price of land, thousands who would gladly work upon 
the soil are herded in the cities and make the excess of 
workers which causes thousands to be unemployed all over 
the country. 

The one cure—the only cure—for this is to again bring 
land within the reach of those who want to use it, either for 
homes or farms. This can be done by taxing it to its full 
rental value. Then the owner of unused land will either use 
it or sell it to some one who will use it. He cannot afford to 
keep it idle as he does now for a rise in value, because land 
taxed to its full rental value will not increase in selling 
price, it will fall until it is again at a price where all who 
want to go to the land for a living will have the opportunity. 
The worker can get land for a home, the farmer can get 
land for a farm. 

By taxing land to its full rental value, we will do no 
one an injustice, because it is the presence of people that 
gives value to land. When the inhabitants of the United 
States were only a few Indians there was no land value. 
Today, with a population of 110,000,000 of industrious, 
ambitious and skillful people, the land value of the United 
States is $140;000,000,000. As the presence and industry

Under the Texas law no child is too young to work in 
cotton fields, according to statements in a pamphlet issued 
by the United States Children’s Bureau. 

“While it is generally true that children working on 
farm work under the supervision of their parents at tasks 
which need not involve danger or undue hardship and which 
may have a distinct educational value, it is important that 
consideration be given to the extent to which rural child 
labor does involve long hours, physical strain and serious 
interference with education,” the pamphlet states. 

It is shown that cotton picking in Texas involves con- 
siderable exposure to cold and dampness, as well as to heat, 
inasmuch as it lasts from late August or early September 
into November or December, a period during which ther- 
mometers climb to 99 degrees and fall to 20 degrees above 
zero. ibe ual 

Unlike most farm work the labor done by children in 
these cotton areas, extends over an uninterrupted period of 
weeks and months. Day after day is spent in the fields, the 
children working long hours under considerable pressure. 
Inexperienced pickers who have not acquired the knack of 
grasping the cotton so that the fingers take hold between 
the sharp, dry carpels of the burr without touching them, 
are likely to have very sore fingers at the end of the day.

claimed; labor breaks the soil of dreary prairies and feeds 
the multitudes; labor spans continents with threads of cold 
steel and holds the throttle of mighty engines that thunder 
on their way, defying time and scoffing at distance. The 
touch of labor’s magic wand turns virgin forests into marts 
of trade and myriads of dwelling places; by the miraculous 
alchemy of toil, the wheels of industry are fashioned from 
the crude ores of the earth; at labor’s behest, oil gushes 
forth from the ground that these wheels may turn. 

And if we ask: When is labor at its highest degree of 
efficiency? When is it in the state most potent for the public 
behoof ?—we can only answer: \When it is organized. But 
organized labor is more than mankind’s ministering giant; 
organized labor is a knight-errant as well, ever defending 
the weak and challenging the power of the tyrannical to 
crush them with impunity. Labor’s deeds of chivalry are 
indelibly inscribed on the palimpsest of history. In all jus- 
tice can labor say with Sir Gallahad of yore, “My strength 
is like the strength of ten because my heart is pure.” 

Organized Labor Progresses Steadily. 

The history of organized labor is a record of glorious 

achievements. The annals of the past year alone will bear 
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witness to this. The figures of the most reliable statistical 
authorities agree in showing that of the total number of | % 
wage adjustments, the increases were in the majority over- BUY DIRECT FROM FACTORY 
whelmingly. Data on labor disputes likewise testify to the | # YOU GET A BETTER 
fact that organized labor is progressing steadily in its ability MATTRESS FOR YOUR MONEY 
to assure favorable outcomes. 
Without satisfactory living conditions, of course, that 
modicum of health and leisure essential to a lively interest in 
public affairs is unthinkable. By striving for these condi- 
tions, therefore, organized labor is in a very real sense pro- 
moting good citizenship. It has done this, despite the sabot- 
age of the proponents of the Un-American Plan, now thor- 
oughly discredited, would see the workers of this country, 
not a class of free, intelligent citizens, but a horde of half 
starved, ignorant serfs, a menace to stability and a barrier 
against progress. But the American Federation of Labor 
takes even a more direct interest than this in the welfare 
of the people of our country. Since our great fellowship 
of toil passed the last milestone of its fruitful career, we 
have seen the happy consummation of several struggles in 
which we have waged no insignificant part. 


Victory of Progressive Legislation. 

Perhaps the most noteworthy of these is the submission 
of the child labor amendment to the several states. The 
toleration of the barbarous practice of permitting profits 
to be coined from the sweat and blood of little children has 
long been a skeleton in the national closet, a blight upon 
the fair name of our country. At last, thanks in good meas- 
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ure to organized labor, the conscience of the American peo- 
ple has been definitely aroused, and the exploitation of child 
labor, we confidently believe, will soon be but an unsavory 
memory of the past. 

Immigration protection for the national welfare is an- 
other outstanding measure for which labor has contended 
vigorously. Organized labor has firmly resolved that the 
desolation following in the wake of the late world holocaust 
shall not find ingress to these happy shores, and by the re- 
cent passage of the restrictive immigration bill, we score 
another victory, and the American standard of living is no 
longer jeopordized by the lower standards of European and 
Asiatic peoples. 

Organized labor has gone into the fray for yet another 
successful measure, that of adjusted compensation for world 
war veterans. The neglect accorded these heroes, who yes- 
terday hurried to distant battle fields to defend with their 
lives all that we hold dear, has long been a blot on America’s 
escutcheon. But today America can hold her head high, and 
say to the world that she has a keen sense of justice, and 
although she sometimes procrastinates, she never forgets. 


The American Federation of Labor has likewise led a 
valiant fight for many another measure: for reform of 
abuses in the railroad industry; for relief to the stricken 
farmers: for amelioration of the condition of those faithful 
public servants, the postal employees; for long-awaited re- 
forms in the federal district; for reclassification of civil 
service employees: and for every kind of sound, progressive 
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measures in the various states. In its own ranks the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has promoted the closer alliance 
and greater harmony of its component elements; it has 
reached out to organize the masses of the unorganized; it 
has extended a helping hand to our unfortunate fellow trade 
unionists in war-torn Germany; it has watched with interest 
the activities of its members in such diverse fields as co- 
operative banking, labor education and research, unemploy- 
ment insurance, as well as the growth of an intelligent in- 
terest in the problems of industrial management. 
Co-operation Imperative Today. 

Yesterday we thought competition to be the life of trade; 
today we discover co-operation to be the law of life. The 
day is past, if indeed it ever existed, when the individual, 
alone and unsuccored, can claim from the world his legiti- 
mate heritage, and can enjoy life and the fullness thereof 
to the utmost. Today is the day of gigantic combinations, 
both sinister and benign. 

And co-operation, if it facilitates greater achievements, 
likewise imposes sterner duties. When a number of indi-

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viduals find they have interests in common, and thereupon 
organize to promote these interests, then, by the very nature 
of their interdependence, a definite, even though unwritten, 
code of ethics devolves on each and every member of that 
group. This is true whether the contracting parties be 
horny-handed sons of labor or tillers of the soil, captains of 
industry or devotees of the learned professions. 

The application of these principles to the labor move- 
ment is neither subtle nor far to seek. Consider the undis- 
puted advantages which the union member reaps from his 
afhliation: advantages not limited to wages, hours and con- 
ditions, though these are in no wise to be scorned, but ad- 
vantages embracing all that pertains to self-respect, security 
and cordial relations with his fellow-men, regardless of their 
several stations in life. 

In the relations of worker to employer, trade unionism 
does not aim to replace sycophancy by truculence, but grovel- 
ling obsequiousness by mutual esteem; it does not seek to 
substitute arrogance and inefficiency today for injustice and 
exploitation yesterday. On the contrary, the union card is 
a guarantee that its bearer is master of his craft, and in re- 
turn for a fair day’s work, trade unionism demands a fair 
day’s pay. In short, organization not only insures that the 
laborer is worthy of his hire, but that he collects it as well.

All authorities in the tuberculosis field are convinced 
that this heavy death rate in the industrial field is unnecces- 
sary and can be reduced materially when men generally will 
take the time to have periodical physical examinations. 

What does the balance sheet show? 

During the twelve year period from 1911 to 1922, in- 
clusive, there were 10,030 recorded deaths from tuberculosis 
in San Francisco. 

Of this number 7291 or 73% were men. 

Only 2739 or 27% were women. 

The heaviest death rate was between the ages of 30 and 
39 when 2414 men and 1772 women died from the disease. 

The teas of men who died from the disease in- 
creased from 50% of the total for the age group Io to 1g, 
to 86% group 60 to 69. 

The tuberculosis hazard is obviously in the wage-earning 
group of men during the prime of life. 

These men generally have established a home—they have 
wives and children—-usually these children are young. 

These wives and children pay the price in suffering, 
poverty, broken homes and lives. 

Philanthropy and the tax roll is called upon to pay the 
economic cost.

A major portion of the problems of social workers is 
caused by this one element. 

Comprehensive measures have been initiated by this as- 
sociation to combat infection in children. 

Pasteurization of milk, certification of milk, testing of 
dairy herds and inspection of meat has been satisfactorily 
accomplished. 

Health education, nutrition classes, weighing and meas- 
uring of children and general propaganda have been 
launched in the San Francisco schools and in the immediate 
future will all be financed and operated by the Board of 
Education and the Board of Health. 

Clinics initiated by the Association are efficiently oper- 
ated by the Board of Health; hospital and clinic facilities 
available and authorized are adequate. 

While rehabilitation of arrested cases was a pressing 
problem a year ago, the whole question of rehabilitation is 
in a fair way of being solved by a bureau for the handicapped 
recently established by the community chest.

Left to themselves without the forces of the allies of 
common sense and good living aiding the battle, the resist- 
ing forces of the body go down in defeat and there is noth- 
ing left except a reparations commission financed by the 
innocent bystander.

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service. As a beginning toward this goal, the following 
plan is suggested: 

Establish either in a room in the San Francisco Labor 
Temple or in a convenient place down town a physical ex- 
amination center where careful physical examinations can 
be made. The establishment of this center will follow an 
educational campaign by letter and personal appeal to labor 
unions, to working men and women generally through the 
press and to employers. The procedure of this suggested 
center will be as follows: 

Careful histories will be taken by a competent nurse and 
physical examination will be made by a physician trained in 
tuberculosis work. Should the patient show clinical signs 
of tuberculosis or symptoms which would indicate a prob- 
able breakdown in the future, the patient will be told of his 
condition and placed for treatment into the hands of his 
family physician. If he is unable to pay for private physi- 
cians he will be referred to a clinic of the Board of Health. 

To guard this work against attack by either employee 
or employer, the following principles must be clearly under- 
stood:

Baker v. Druesedow. The Federal Constitution does 
not afford protection against double taxation by a state and 
the clause thereof guaranteenig equal protection of the laws 
is not violated by a state prescribing different rules for taxa- 
tion of railroad property from those prescribed for con- 
cerns engaged in other lines of business. 

United States, ex rel. Bilokumsky v. Tod. Deportation 
proceedings are civil in their nature, not criminal, but facts

Supreme Court has no jurisdiction under Section 238 of the 
Judicial Code to review a case involving the right of the 
association of employers to prescribe regulations governing 
employment of seamen, requiring them to register, obtain 
employment in order of number, furnishing a photograph to 
be attached to a book entitling the seaman to be considered 
ior employment, etc., but if a justiceable injury has been 
suffered through the enforcement of employers’ regulations 
such question may be decided on appeal to Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the Ninth Circuit. 

Cudahy Packing Co. v. Parramore. The Nebraska 
\Workmen’s Compensation Act has been interpreted by the 
Supreme Court of that State to impose liability on employer 
for injury to workman occurring on his way to work before 
the hour of beginning work. This decision of state court 
is binding upon the United States Supreme Court, and the 
employer is not deprived of property without due process of 
law by such decision.

Baltimore & O. S. W. R. Co. v. Burtch. A bystander 
employed by a freight conductor to assist in unloading 
heavy freight, part of an interstate shipment, is an employee 
coming under the Federal Employers’ Liability Act, and if 
injured is entitled to the benefits of that act. 

Haavik v. Alaska Packers’ Association. The Alaska 
Legislature has the right to impose a poll-tax upon non- 
residents who for several months in the year come into the 
territory to fish, and the employer may deduct such taxes 
from wages owing to the fishermen. 

First National Bank v. Missouri. Prohibiting a National 
Bank from maintaining branches within a state does not 
frustrate the purposes for which the branch is created or 
destroy its efficiency as a federal agency.

Pierce Oil Corporation v. Hopkins. State law requiring 
seller of gasoline to collect a tax of 1 cent a gallon from pur- 
chasers and pay over the taxes so collected to the state, is 
constitutional. 

Railroad Commission v. Eastern Texas R. Co. A rail- 
road company cannot be compelled by law to operate its road 
at a loss and the company has the right to abandon and dis- 
mantle its road under the terms of its usually permissive 
charter and is not bound to operate the road for the full 
period covered by such charter.

Burns Baking Co. v. Bryan. A statute requiring bread 
in quantities of twenty-five loaves to maintain a specified 
weight twenty-four hours after baking, with a limit of varia- 
tion so narrow that it can be maintained only by wrapping 
the bread, or by other artificial means, is unreasonable and 
void. Justice Brandeis filed an elaborate dissenting opinion, 
reviewing all state legislation on the subject of regulating 
the weight of baker’s bread, and presenting the results of 
scientific investigation, of which he thinks the court should 
take judicial knowledge. 

Chastleton Corporation v. Sinclair. A law depending 
upon existence of an emergency or other certain state of 
facts to uphold it, may cease to operate if the emergency 
ceases or the facts change. The District of Columbia rent 
law, a war measure, cannot continue in force merely by 
reason of the increased cost of living arising after the war. 
Justice Brandeis filed an additional opinion thinking the 
court went beyond the issues in the case in declaring the law 
as broadly as stated.

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only by a departmental regulation, and where any excess 
of moisture found is not produced otherwise than treating 
thé butter in the usual way. 

Asakura v. City of Seattle. A municipal ordinance de- 
nying a license as pawnbroker to any person other than a 
citizen of the United States violates the Treaty with Japan, 
which provides that the subjects of each of the high con- 
tracting parties shall have liberty to carry on trade and 
generally do anything incident to or necessary for trade 
upon the same terms as native subjects. Treaties are con- 
strued liberally in favor of rights created thereunder, and 
the ordinance in question uses the word “business,” and the 
business of loaning money on portable securities has been 
carried on for centuries, and is in no country prohibited by 
law. While necessarily subject to regulation, it cannot be 
excluded from the term “trade” or commerce in the treaty. 


Lucking v. Detroit & Cleveland Navigation Co. No duty 
is imposed on a carrier by water to continue operation of a 
particular route by the Interstate Commerce Act. 

Missouri, Ex rel. Barrett v. Kansas Natural Gas Co. 
The transportation of gas through pipe lines from one state 
to another, for sale to distributing companies, is interstate 
commerce, so that the state authorities have no control over 
the rates to be charged for it, and the fact that Congress has 
taken no action in the matter is immaterial. 

Hixon v. Oakes. A municipal ordinance prohibiting 
‘a pharmacist from filling a prescription calling for more 
than 8 ounces of alcoholic liquor is not in conflict with the 
Eighteenth Amendment or the Volstead Act. Neither of 
these legislative enactments grants the right to sell intoxi- 
cating liquors within a state. “And certainly nothing in that 
act lends color to the suggestion that it endows a pharmacist 
with the right to dispense liquors, for which he may claim 
the protection of the Fourteenth Amendment.”

ON THRESHOLD OF WONDERFUL DAY 


By JOHN A. VOLL, President, Glass Bottle Blowers’ Association of the 
United States and Canada 


Just before his death John Voll, President of the Glass 
Bottle Blowers’ Association, wrote an article for the Labor 
Day issue of the American Federationist—his last contribu- 
tion to any American labor publication except his own jour- 


nal. This article expresses the idealism, the high hopes and 
aspirations, and the great goal for which his life was given. 
It is a privilege here to reproduce John Voll’s last plea for 
Labor. 


Never in the world’s history has there been a time fraught 
with so much achievement or prolific of so much hope for the 
masses of our country and the world as the dawning of 
Labor Day 1924 ushers in and records. The tyranny and 
sordid selfishness practiced in the ages gone by, and carried 
to a degree to our present age, is disappearing as in a mist 
due to the constant insistence of the organized wage earners 
that men are created free and equal and that there shall be 
no discrimination under the law. Sorry indeed was the plight 
of the wage earner previous to organization into trade 
unions. Therefore, let it be fixed indeliby in our minds that 
progress in his interest and achievement for his welfare dates 
from the formation of his organization in the industrial 
field, and which has been so magnificently and triumphantly 
carried forward and upward under the banner of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 

Today as the writer views the situation the masses chiefly 
through the sacrifices and efforts of the organized wage 
earners of our country, and the world, stand upon the thresh- 
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old of a wonderful evolutionary revolution, that if continued 
to be rightly steered and handled, will bring to them much 
more freedom and a much greater share of sunshine in life 
than has been theirs heretofore. With the dawning of Labor 
Day 1924 there is no class in our country, or no place so far 
remote that does not realize and recognize the power and 
influence which the organized labor movement as exemplified 
by the American Federation of Labor is wielding for good 
in the interest of all the people. Hence any little progress 
or small achievement made or gained by the smallest unit 
of the organized labor movement in its uplift work leaves its 
reflex upon the minds of those who are looking forward 
and upward, but as yet have not been able to penetrate 
through the mists of doubt and pessimism regarding their 
own welfare. 

Relative to the Glass Bottle Blowers’ Organization, its 
membership has magnificently weathered the cross currents 
by which it has been buffeted for the past twenty years 
through the introduction of Automatic Machinery. The or- 

ganization is now in agreement through collective bargain- 
ing with more than forty plants throughout the United 
States and Canada operating the new method of production 

Optimism has taken the place of pessimism and indiffer- 
ence in the minds of the members and they look forward 
with inspirational satisfaction to that time when through 
education, understanding and compromise the economic 
rights of the workers will be recognized and industrial war- 
fare become so minimized as to be almost a thing of the past.

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American farmer should feel no alarm over the possible 
danger of a shortage of skilled farm labor as a result of the 
enactment of the new Immigration Act, says Calvin F. Mc- 
Intosh, agricultural member of the Federal Board for Voca- 
tional Education. The day when American agriculture 
needed to look to European immigration for a skilled farm 
labor supply is long past, he declares. Today, through our 
vocational public schools, we are developing native-born 
agriculturists who are not only equal to, but superior to the 
European peasants, with their long traditions of intensive 
soil cultivation. 

Diversified farming and intensive or economic soil culti- 
vation—the two greatest present needs of American agri- 
culture—are now being taught to the rising generation of 
farmers in hundreds of communities. Furthermore, not only 
are the scientific facts of farming being taught, but the 
whole field of agriculture is being illumined through this 
instruction. Marketing, supply and demand, practical eco- 
nomics affecting the industry—in fact, the large vision nec- 
essary to security, will come to the future farmers through 
training under this vocational program. It is not too much 
to assume that the vocational education program will eventu- 
ally accomplish an economic rebirth of American agriculture.

It assembles once a year all classes of wage-earners, in 
convention, to exchange ideas and methods, to cultivate mu- 
tual interest, to secure united action, to speak for labor, to 
announce the burdens, aims and hopes of the workers in 
California. 

It asks—yea, demands—the co-operation of all wage 
workers who believe in the principle of unity, and that there 
is something better in life than long hours, low wages, lack 
of employment, and all that these imply. 

The State Federation of Labor contends: 

1. That no particular trade can long maintain wages 
above the common level. 

2. That to maintain high wages all trades and callings 
must be organized. 

3. That lack of organization among the unskilled vitally 
affects the organized skilled. 

4. That general organization of skilled and unskilled can 
only be accomplished by united action. Therefore, Federa- 
tion. 

5. That no one particular locality can long maintain high 
wages above that of others. 

6. That to maintain high wages all localities must be or- 
ganized.

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Injunctions and the railroad labor board keep on intrud- 
ing themselves into the campaign. Lots of voters, writing 
to La Follette and Wheeler, take for granted the interest 
of both candidates in the bread-and-butter importance of 
the progressive demand that all federal judges be made elec- 
tive for limited terms. 

In a bulletin on this subject the social action department, 
National Catholic Welfare council, says that “Chief respons- 
ibility for labor's more active interest in politics this year lies 
at the doors of injunction judges and the railroad labor 
board. Injunction judges and the board are political office 
holders. . . Both of them influence and sometimes determine 
wages, hours and working conditions. Both of them join in 
establishing the wage contract. BOTH OF THEM HAVE 
PUT POLITICS INTO LABOR. Therefore, LABOR 
GOES INTO POLITICS.” 


It goes on to expalin how the government, through the 
board and through injunction judges, has taken a part in 
making of the contract under which the railroad workers on 
the one hand and all labor on the other must earn its liveli- 
hood. The moment a judge enjoins strikers from any act 
which in itself is not criminal, the government power is be- 
ing employed to control labor’s conditions. Hence—“Be-

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LABOR DAY / SANCTIF IES THE SPIRIT OF LABOR 


By MATTHEW WOLL, President, International Photo-Engravers’ Union; Vice-President, 
American Federation of Labor 


Labor Day, which has become labor’s greatest 
holiday—had its birth in 1882. In 1884, the first 


Monday in September was declared Labor Day | 


by the American Federation of Labor. Since 
that time nearly all states have set aside this 
day as a legal holiday and Labor Day is now 
recognized as a national holiday. It has been set 
aside to give expression to the spirit of labor 
as we manifest the spirit symbolized by all other 
holidays and which represent the religious, civil 
and military spirit of the nation. 

Once more the workers are to observe Labor 
Day—a day which has associations entwined in 
the most sacred and most homely affairs of life 
and work. Labor Day represents the spirit that 
is at the forefront of civilization. The spirit of 
labor and of the labor movement advance mor- 
ality a step farther in the progress of civiliza- 
tion, for it declares that most acts which the

present morality of trade encourages as virtues 
are founded largely on error, prejudice, selfish- 
ness and other vices. 

The spirit of labor is in advance of the churches 
because it teaches that men must be brothers 
across the wages line, as well on each side of 
it, and brothers in mills, mines, factories and 
fields, as well as in all other relations of life. 
It carries the Golden Rule into the market, and 
insists that the Gospel which men profess in their 
families, they shall also profess and practice in 
the factories, fields and workshops. It holds that 
the infidels and heretics of today are those who, 
as possessors of the land, lords of the factories, 
monopolists of money and privilege, are denying 
the brotherhood of their fellowmen. 

Parsons, politicians, professors—many of them 
—are still tied up in the lock-stitch of self-interest 
with organized abuses. They halt—they hesitate 
—they decline to carry forward the spirit of 
brotherhood into the new affairs of the new world. 
They profess the spirit of labor in theory; they 
fail to put it into practice in their pews and every- 
day vocations of life. Many do not see that if 
the spirit of brotherhood is true in religion and 
in all other thoughts and practices, it must be 
true in industry as well. 

Business men boast of the spirit of brother- 
hood of American citizenship but fail to see that 
it cannot be lived up to in the business of gov- 
ernment if it is not observed in the business of 
all private ventures. The spirit of brotherhood 
propounded by our business society is founded on 
a brotherhood—for itself. 

Professional men, who have come to pride 
themselves on maintaining a “judicial attitude” 
almost invariably show that the sort of brother- 
hood they sanctify is one that will not disturb 
the ease and comfort of the rich. 

And so Labor lifts its head and raises its hands 
to society and says: “I want brotherhood too— 
a real brotherhood in all relations of life and 
work.” 

The spirit of labor is not of self-seeking. In 
demanding equal rights, equal privileges, equal 
duties, equal responsibilities it desires nothing 
more than to put things to right. It does not 
break with the past, but seeks to build upon it. 
All the rights, liberties and virtues that have been 
gained in the glorious past by the nation’s heroes

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of American blood of a long lineage, who are the 
real foreigners to America. 

The brotherhood of labor is humble, poor till 
yesterday a mere weakling almost inarticulate and 
with few friends in high places. It has passed 
the infantile period of life. It stands proud and 
erect in its full-grown manhood. It has not 
achieved the full measure of the ten persecutions 
through which Christianity had to pass, but it 
has gone through many of them and the worst 
of them.

To keep full and strong this tide of energy, 
to rouse the purpose and determination to strive 
for more, yet more, is the purpose and design 
of Labor Day. Let the workers meet; let them 
review the things done, the mistakes made, the 
victories won, take counsel with one another and 
rekindle the spirit of labor that will inspire all 
—all who must toil—and to press forward and 
upward to that greater—that better—that brighter 
—that happier day.

“What is the position of the Minute Men?

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workers by showing the depths to which Gary 
and his kind will go that the Steel Trust may 
break down in the church the splendid spirit that 
came out in the churches during the inter-church 
world movement, 

Bishop McConnell was chairman of the com- 
mittee which investigated the steel strike and 
Rey.

Geary and Sixth Avenue San Francisco 
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Attorney General Woodruff announces that he 
will appeal to the State Supreme Court from 
Judge Hargest’s decision that the Pennsylvainia 
old age pension law of 1923 is unconstitutional. 
Judge Hargest ruled that the law violates this 
section of the constitution: 

“No appropriations, except for pensions or 
gratuities for military services, shall be made for 
charitable, educational or benevolent purposes to 
any person or community nor to any denomina- 
tional or sectarian institution, corporation or as- 
sociation.” 

The pension law created a commission of three 
persons for the paying of $1 a day to those who 
do not have an estate of $3000 or more and who 
are 70 years of age or over. 

In setting the law aside, Judge Hargest said: 

“Whether or not this legislation is beneficial or 
whether it is paternalism and a vicious usurpation 
by the government of a quasi-fatherly relation to 
the citizen and his family can not concern us. 
Our single inquiry must be whether it is pro- 
hibited by the constitution itself. 

“If we are right in our conclusion that the 
prohibition for benevolence to any person is as 
broad as the language plainly indicates, then we 
say there is not a syllable in the constitution 
which authorizes a system of benevolence through 
a state department or agency for the care and 
maintenance of aged indigent residents of the 
state. 

“If appropriations can be made to a commis- 
sion the purpose of which is to distribute benevo- 
lence to aged indigent persons, it is accomplishing 
exactly what the constitution says can not be 
done, namely, making an appropriation for benev- 
olent purposes to certain persons. 

“Nor can this act be sustained as a poor law. 
Fundamentally, a state should take care of its 
paupers. ‘A pauper is one so poor as to be 
unable to provide for him or herself and having 
no one of sufficient pecuniary ability to care for 
them.’ This act of assembly is not based en- 
tirely upon pauperism or lack of earning power 
and has other qualifications which it is not nec- 
essary to consider but which are not consistent 
with pauperism.”

More than 6,000,000 were “Big Yanks,” and the 
other 10,000,000 comprised the three other Re- 
liance brands, “Black Beauty,” “Milton F. Good- 
man” and “Honor Bright” blouses for boys. 

All of these prison-made garments sold in com- 
petition with the products of free labor, were pur- 
chased by farmers, working men and working 
men’s wives, who would revolt at the thought 
of wearing the products of sweated convict labor 
Cleverly-worded advertising concealed the fact 
that these articles were prison-made. This ad-

vertising of the vicious Prison Factory Trust 
came into millions of American homes on the 
pages of respectable publications, daily newspa- 
pers, farm journals, and magazines published by 
fraternal societies. 

Sixteen million work shirts that were made in 
prison by convict labor for the Reliance com- 
panies went into the avenues of commerce last 
year. And 1923 was the worst year the garment 
trades have known since the beginning of the 
world war. The shirt department of the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers, so an official told 
me, has gone down and down in membership 
steadily, because of “short work,” until now it is 
but a mere skeleton of what it was a few years 
ago. The American Federation of Labor gar- 
ment-makers’ unions have the same story to tell 
—short work, loss of membership, almost com- 
plete paralysis of the organization, unemploy- 
ment, poverty and misery. In the “open shop” 
garment factories short work has beaten down 
wages, and forced worse conditions than have 
existed for years. The competition of convict 
labor is sapping the very life of the garment 
workers’ trade—but Reliance boasts that it has 
increased its sales 500 per cent in three years— 
5,000,000 shirts in a single year! 

More than 10,000 convicts are busy making 
“Big Yank,” “Black Beauty,” and “Milton F. 
Goodman” shirts, and “Honor Bright” blouses— 
but convicts pay no taxes and buy no goods. The 
earning and buying capacity of 10,000 garment 
workers is lost to the state and to the merchants 
of this country because Reliance prison-made 
goods have taken their jobs. Free garment work- 
ers are an asset and a source of wealth to so- 
ciety, but convict garment makers in prison sweat 
shops serve but one purpose.

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liance Manufacturing company sold last year not 
only robbed 10,000 law-abiding, self-respecting 
garment workers of their jobs and their oppor- 
tunity to live, but they cut the ground from un- 
der the feet of legitimate manufacturers, and sub- 
jected them to competition that no law-abiding 
business man can meet. 

At the Oklahoma state penitentiary at McAl- 
ester the first thing I saw was a big motor truck, 
owned and operated by the state, loaded with 
packing cases which the driver told me were full 
of “Big Yank” shirts on their way to the freight 
station to be shipped to jobbers in various parts 
of the country. When I visited the prison work- 
shop, I found 400 men convicts bending over the 
sewing machines, while Reliance foremen walked 
up and down the aisles, and armed guards stood 
about to enforce the task, to see that each con- 
vict put the last ounce of his life and energy 
into the nine hours of labor a day which the Re- 
liance had bought from the state of Oklahoma 
for less than one-sixth of a free man’s wage. 
In the packing room were tier on tier of card- 
board boxes, holding “Big Yank” shirts ready 
to go into the commerce of the country. What 
legitimate manufacturer with garments made un- 
der normal business conditions by free labor, can 
compete in the open market with the Reliance 
and the “Big Yank,” “Black Beauty,” and “Mil- 
ton F. Goodman” shirts, and “Honor Bright” 
blouses are made. The amount paid for convict 
labor varies slightly, some states getting a few 
cents more per day than others, But no state re- 
ceives more than $1 per day for each able-bodied 
convict, and in all cases the prison contractor 
gets rent, heat, light and power free. Is it any 
wonder that the Reliance can make prices and 
terms to deluded or grasping merchants that 
legitimate manufacturers cannot meet, and that 
Reliance sales should increase 500 per cent in 
three years? How long can legitimate shirt man- 
ufacturers live, facing this sort of competition? 

What will be the social effects if the prison 
labor trust drives all decent shirt manufacturers 
out of business?

of the mind, by clothing it with the ermine of the 
spirit.

The 
economic problems were found to rank with those 
of science, art and literature. 

When America thus created thousand of new 
industries through her development of the metals 
in new forms of labor saving devices and power, 
the ablest and most aspiring spirits began to rush 
into the industrial field. Gradually along the 
whole line of industry the intellectual develop- 
ment required to succeed increased and today 
there are electrical callings that require the best 
education the great universities can give. 

Indeed, in all our largest industrial establish- 
ments the college graduate is preferred, is sought 
after and encouraged. Today all over our land 
the sons of the richest classes, graduates of the

in which they rallied to the preservation of the 
government chosen by the people. Be it 

“Resolved, Further, That we express our high 
appreciation of the great significance attaching 
to the splendid confidence and co-operation exist- 
ing between the Mexican labor movement and 
the government, present and prospective, and we 
offer our felicitations and renewed expressions of 
our friendship and admiration and our fraternal 
desire to be helpful in whatever manner may be 
provided.”

—and it has never been a Wall Street government 
in the sense that the Communists demand “a 
workers’ and farmers government.” 

The machinery of democracy in political life 
has been and is available to the people and they 
may take advantage of it as they choose and as 
they are able to unite on a program of action. —

SOVIETS USE MacDONALD 


By William English Walling. 
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newest and worst forms of secret diplomacy. 

The treaty promised that the British govern- 
ment would guarantee a loan to set the unspeak- 
able dictatorship 0: the Soviets upon its feet, in 
return for certain promises on the part of the 
Soviet delegation which he knows they will not 
perform. If we may borrow a phrase of Musso- 
lini, each side gave “nothing for nothing.” 

The Soviets promised to pay their debts, to 
cease confiscating foreign property and to stop 
Soviet propaganda abroad. All of these promises 
have been made repeatedly before and the Soviets 
have found a thousand means of violating them. 
For example, their explanation of their continued 
foreign propaganda is that it is carried on by the 
Third International and not by the Soviet gov- 
ernment, though both the Soviets and the Third 
International are operated by the so-called Politi- 
cal Bureau of the Russian Communist Party. 

As late as June 26 a leading member of the 
MacDonald government, Arthur Henderson, ad- 
mitted in the House of Commons that the Com- 
munists had expended large sums of foreign 
money to foster the outlaw strike then taking 
place in the transportation system of greater Lon- 
don. 

MacDonald knows that the general public, and 
especially his own followers, are either largely 
ignorant of all the facts in the case, or that they 
are in doubt about them and hazy as to their 
implications. MacDonald knows that his followers 
will believe that there is really to be a govern- 
ment guaranteed loan to the Soviets and that he 
really expects the Soviets to keep their promises. 

So, beside lending himself to indirect decep- 
tion of his own followers, MacDonald is con- 
sciously lending himself to the Soviet propaganda. 
His underlying motive may be not to foster 
Sovietism, but to promote the political fortunes 
of his party. That scarcely betters the case.

Wages and salaries make up 55 per cent of the 
income of the average income tax payer, accord- 
ing to the latest data compiled by the United 
States Treasury Department. 

This result was obtained through a study of 
more than six million tax returns submitted to 
the government by persons with incomes ranging 
from $1000 a year to $1,000,000 and more a year. 
The 55 per cent figure is an average of all these. 
After wages and salaries the next important 
of income is that derived from business 
ventures, including farming, the Treasury found. 
The income derived from this source averaged 
21 per cent of the total. 

Incomes from rents and royalties averaged 5 
per cent of the total while income from interest 
on notes, bonds and other interest producing 
sources averaged 11 per cent of the total. Income 
from dividends averaged 8 per cent. 

In incomes from $2000 to $3000 wages and 
salaries make up nearly 80 per cent of the total 
income while in income of $1,000,000 and over, 
wages and salaries make up less than 3 per cent.

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§ INJUNCTIONS, GOOD AND BAD 


“Labor is not opposed to injunctions, per se,’ 
says an editorial by Samuel Gompers in the Au- 
gust American Federationist, discussing an article 
in Law and Labor on, “What Does the Average 
Workman believe on Injunctions.” 

“It recognizes the injunction as a legitimate 
arm of the law when applied in the only lawful 


way in which it may be applied. Injunctions 
from their inception have been held to apply only 
when there was a danger to property rights. A 
property right must be involved. 

“In the platform demands submitted by the 
American Federation of Labor to the two major 
political parties appears the following: ‘Perver- 
sion of the injunctive process to apply to per- 
sonal relations in industrial disputes must be 
prohibited and equity precedure returned to its 
beneficent service in protection of property.’ 

“Labor is not property. The Clayton Act says 
so. At the present time this act, especially that 
portion of it calling for jury trial in cases of con- 
tempt of court, is receiving the attention of the 
Supreme Court in the case of Sandefur vs, Canoe 
Creek Coal Co., which was certified to it from 
the Circuit Court of Appeals of the sixth circuit. 
This case was argued some time ago and is now 
under advisement by the court. 

“The average workman opposes injunctions as 
applied in industrial disputes because they pri- 
marily deprive the workers of trial by jury. The 
federal constitution guarantees a trial by jury in 
criminal cases. So do the constitutions of the 
states. Yet by virtue of these injunctions the 
constitutional right is Baha, away. This is the 
meat in the cocoanut.’

Justice James C. Cropsey, of the New York 
Supreme Court, believes that the criminal prob- 
lem cannot be solved without the co-operation of 
many men willing to become companions to boys 


during the impressionable age. He says: “Over 
80 per cent of criminals are less than 25 years 
of age. The vast majority of all the youthful 
offenders commit crimes because they had bad 
associates and were not under the proper influence 
in the years when their boyhood was turning into 
manhood—between the ages of 12 and 18,” 

In those years every boy needs to be under the 
influence of the right kind of man. He needs 
such a man’s life to supply his ideals and such 
a man to become his hero. Every boy is a hero 
worshiper. Many become criminals because they 
follow the wrong leaders, 

Tens of thousands of boys are nightly on our 
streets looking for amusement, seeking adventure, 
yearning for companionship. Many of them have 
no fathers, and the parents of many others give 
little heed to the places their boys visit or the 
companions they choose.

Why should not we undertake it in a 
big way? We can lessen the crime in our midst 
by giving our attention to the youths. They need 
a real man’s guiding hand and helpful personality. 
They need the example of a good man’s life in 
forming their character—The Eagle.

i DRIFT TO CENTRALIZATION : 


A point of view in regard to the eighteenth 
amendment which has long been understood by 
organized labor has been presented to the public 
from an entirely different direction in the New 
York Times, by Mr. Archibald E. Stevenson, a 
New York lawyer and publicist. 


Because of the fact that the Congressional in- 
terpretation of the eighteenth amendment is a 
current political issue, and because of the further 
fact that the principle contained in the eighteenth 
amendment itself will long remain a subject of 
political discussion, it is exceedingly worth while 
to consider the point which Mr. Stevenson raises 
in relation to the principle involved. 


As an authority on constitutional law, as well 
as an authority upon the genesis and development 
of the American constitution, Mr. Stevenson ranks 
high. His views are bound to be worthy of seri- 
ous consideration. The point which he raises in 
connection with the eighteenth amendment has 
nothing to do with the question of the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors as such. It 
is because he sees in the eighteenth amendment 
a distinct departure from the original intent of 
the United States constitution and a revival of 
the hated “taxation without representation,” which 
is merely another method of confiscation without 
representation, that Mr. Stevenson raises his ob- 
jection. He points to the deep-seated passion for 
local autonomy that has been inherent in Ameri- 
cans from the very beginning of American his- 
tory and to the successful efforts to secure pro- 
tection in the constitution against the onslaughts 
of those in the constitutional convention who 
favored a strong centralized federal government. 


The great menace of the eighteenth amendment 
is its abrogation of local autonomy and its tre- 
mendous contribution to the deveolpment of cen- 
tralized authority—lIrom an editorial in the Au- 
gust Federationist.

have the right to be tried by a jury. But by the 
perverted use of the injunction, this is denied 
him. And then again, too many courts have been 
too willing to restrain strikers from doing almost 
everything, except perhaps breathing the God giv- 
en air, and submitting to the demands of vicious 
employers, more intent upon dividends than upon 
the rights of themselves or .their employes. 

Most injunctions, if not all, dealing with in- 
dustrial disputes, seek to deprive workers of their 
constitutional rights, especially the right of a 
trial by jury. We again insist that in the de- 
cisions of the courts themselves, under almost 
identical facts, the courts have made rulings in 
favor of the employers, and then have denied the 
workers the same ruling.—From an editorial by 
Samuel Gompers in The American Federationist 
for August.

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Some pertinent truths, which ought to interest 
even the reactionary members of the League for 
Industrial Rights, were made in a speech by 


Senator George Wharton Pepper, before the 
American Bar Association in Philadelphia, recent- 
ly. The Senator pointed out, as many others have 
done, that “under such a system of government 
as ours the maintenance of well nigh universal 
confidence in the judiciary is pretty nearly essen- 
tial to national safety.” 

How interesting in view of that remark, and 
in view of such expressions as those quoted from 
Law and Labor, is the following interrogation 
put by the Senator to his audience of lawyers: 

“To maintain such confidence must we not con- 
fine the courts to the sphere in which the creators 
of our constitutional system intended them to live 
and move and have their being?” 

Senator Pepper addressed the lawyers on the 
eve of their departure for England, where they 
will attend a special meeting of the Bar Associa- 
tion. He offered to them a suggestion of great 
value. 

“T suggest in particular,” he said, “that while 
abroad you note with care the attitude of the 
English people toward organized labor. I do not 
mean the mental or emotional reactions of select- 
ed individuals, but the sentiment of the com- 
munity as expressed in legislation and in legal 
policy.” 

It is to be hoped that the members of the 
American Bar Association will follow the sug- 
gestion. The Senator did not leave entirely to 
the imagination the things which he desired the 
lawyers to observe in England—From an edi- 
torial by Samuel Gompers in the American Fed- 
erationist for August.

3 GIANT POWER TOMORRO : 
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“Of industrial changes now in the making none 
is more fundamental than that in the power in- 
dustry,” writes Samuel Gompers, discussing the 
future of Giant Power in the leading article in 
the August American Federationist. 

“A revolution is there in the making that will 
transform industrial and social institutions and 
practices. Ability to control power is the index 
to man’s progress. First man had only brute 
power, then he applied his intelligence to his 
problems and there began the series of methods 
of reinforcing his individual efforts by controlling 
the power of animals, other humans, and the vari- 
ous forms of mechanical power. The type of 
power used characterizes the age. A revolution 
in power means a revolution in work, in life, and 
in thought. Shall our public policies for regu- 
lating the power industry be planned in advance 
or shall we muddle through and later probably 
find ourselves compelled to take drastic measures? 

“We know this change is now in the making. 
It is now possible to control the forms of its 
development. We can bring to these new prob- 
lems fruition of decades of industrial and social 
experience. About a century ago there occurred 
another industrial revolution when mechanical 
power made factories possible and hand work 
began to decline. Industry had no charts to 
guide its progress. Society had no vision of 
the future. The workers then had no _ or- 
ganized intelligence centers to enable them to 
take a part in shaping that gigantic development 
that swept away old customs and homes and cre- 
ated a new kind of society. Each worker had 
experiences that would help make the transition 
less wasteful, but there was no way of making 
that information a factor-in controlling develop- 
ments. Somehow we muddled through but we 
have not yet been able to remedy the grave social 
and industrial abuses developing out of that tre- 
mendous scientific advance. This experience 
ought to be grave warning to insure adequate 
planning for the approaching change.”

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“Within my own span of experience have come 
the changes that mark the substitution of the 
machine for hand work and the replacing of steam 
by electric power,” writes Samuel Gompers, dis- 
cussing the future of Giant Power in the leading 
article in The American Federationist for August. 

“At first each producing establishment generat- 
ed its own power. Then came the central power 
station and the municipal utilities. With the per- 
fecting of long-distance transmission came inter- 
connection and super-power systems, connecting 
long stretches of territory so that the system and 
not each individual plant was prepared to meet 
emergencies and peak demands. Thus we have 
a stretch of lines reaching from Canada to Mex- 
ico on the Pacific coast with only a few gaps of 
about 200 miles; the coal field super-power sys- 
tem in the Pittsburgh district through the coali- 
tion of nine power companies to effect economies; 
the Toronto Hydro-Electric Commission, etc.; 
the Colorado River dam project will supply the 
whole southwest section with power. These local 
developments constitute great highways of power 
that in time shall be linked in a transcontinental 
system. 

“Tnter-connections will enable hydro-electric 
and steam power plants to supplement each other. 
Perfection of the technique of long-distance trans- 
mission makes the location of the power plant a 
variable factor and transportation economies favor 
location of the mines. With intercommunication 
power may be sent anywhere. Under giant power 
as now being developed in Pennsylvania, we find 
the planning looks to an integration of all power 
stations into one system with economies from 
large scale production and service, with power 
plants at the mines practicing by-product recov- 
eries. Does not this protend an away-from-the- 
city movement? Is not this the answer to the 
life developing in our large cities which threatens 
all contacts with nature and makes of such cities 
as New York an artificial world?”

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“The discussion of the future of the power in- 
dustry has so far centered about ownership,” 
writes Samuel Gompers, discussing the future of 
Giant Power in the leading article in The Ameri- 
can Federationist for August. 

“One group holds that government or public 
operation and ownership are the way by which 
to assure service to the public at low rates. This 
group believes that the hazards of precipitating 
this tremendous vital industrial enterprise into 
politics are counterbalanced by protection against 
private profiteering and non-social control usually 
implied under private initiative. The other group 
submits that sustained progress can be main- 
tained only under private initiative and that this 
progress is fundamental to real service. But 
neither of these groups are focusing attention 
on the more fundamental problems of industrial 
organization and public regulation which, what- 
ever the ownership, determine whether the power 
industry shall be a public servant or public mas- 
ter. 

“Whether regulation is to be our ultimate policy 
only experience can determine, but that it is ob- 
viously and necessarily our immediate concern is 
plain from the fact that approximately thirty-five 
billions of dollars are now invested in power prop- 
erties. Even if we should wish to change from 
private to public operation the shift of owner- 
ship could not be done over night, and in the 
meanwhile for a generation or two we must de- 
velop the technique of regulation and learn how 
to operate these properties efficiently. Whoever 
holds the titles the principles of efficient opera- 
tion remain the same. 

“Within the industry we find groups differen- 
tiated by the type of function performed—the 
financiers, the operators, the engineers, the ac- 
countants. These groups are all organized. The 
industry is organized. The organizations are the 
clearing centers for specialized information. They 
are voluntary organizations representing intel- 
ligent self-initiative. They are managed in ac- 
cord with facts developed out of group experi- 
ence. Each is an agency for accumulating spe- 
cialized industrial experience. These groups have 
in their keeping the information necessary for the 
development and maintenance of the industry in 
conformity to highest standards, provided all 
factors have a full opportunity to submit matters 
to be considered in reaching decisions. Failure 
to include any group will bring unbalanced, hence 
wrong conclusions.”

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There is a great deal of talk along similar lines 
today, and especially among peoples just reaching 
the self-governing stage. But to those who have 
made a study of democracy in the working the 
problem no longer seems so simple as it once did. 

It is obvious that the mere establishment of 
democratic machinery is not enough. Experience 
shows that the mere enfranchisement of voters 
sometimes opens the way to a form of tyranny 
more subtle and more difficult of cure than the 
older-fashioned autocracies themselves. Mr. 
Lionel Curtis, in a recent lecture at Williams- 
town, drew a distinction, which he evidently re- 
garded as fundamental, between a democracy and 
and what he called a commonwealth. A democ-- 
racy, in his mind, implied no more than a system 
of government in which the people were enfran- 
chised, while a commonwealth was a democracy 
in which a majority of the voters had reached a 
point at which they were able itelligently to put 
the public welfare before their selfish interests 
in casting their votes. 

This distinction, it would. seem, goes to the 
root of the problem. A community under a 
democratic system, is always better off than one 
under a despotism, because however badly gov- 
erned it is, provided there is government at all, 
the people are under the constant stimulus of 
knowing that they themselves are to blame, and 
that if they want good government they must 
exert themselves to think and vote in a sane and

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intelligent manner. But how inadequate is demo- 
cratic mechanism by itself can be seen from what 
would happen if every voter were willing to take 
a bribe for his vote, or were to cast it upon purely 
racial or religious or similarly sectional grounds. 
In the first case, it would not be long before he 
was tyrannized over by a cast-iron corrupt politi- 
cal machine. In the second, the community 
would probably be rent in pieces. In this, as in 
everything else, it is the motive that counts most. 

Indeed there are many who think that democ- 
racy cannot be really successful except where 
Christianity has lifted the people to a point where 
they have some understanding of principle and 
a sufficient degree of brotherly love to recognize 
that they must vote and act, not selfishly, but as 
good citizens. Not the least interesting part of 
the experiment in democracy which is now being 
made in the East, in China, in India, in Egypt, 
is that it will prove whether democracy will work 
among people professing the Islamic, the Hindu, 
and the Confucian religions. 

For the moment, however, there is a problem 
nearer home. It is pretty evident that the ma- 
chinery of democracy needs overhauling in the 
West, where it was invented. The fathers of the 
American Constitution would probably be horri- 
fied if they learned that the mechanism which 
they had contrived for-the few millions of people 
then living in the thirteen original states, had 
been expanded to include the whole of the present 
United States and 110,000,000 people. It is be- 
coming increasingly clear that the mechanism 
which worked admirably in small communities 
where people knew one another and had a good 
deal of leisure is not well adapted to gigantic 
electorates spread over vast areas. Every attempt 
which has recently been made to get rid of the 
admitted evils of the present day by further 
democratization of machinery only seems to end 
in increasing the power of the political boss and 
to make it more difficult for responsible citizens 
to lead and for the community to secure men and 
policies such as it really desires. 

It would seem that what is needed is not to 
multiply the issues and occasions on which a busy 
electorate are consulted, but to simplify the sys- 
tem so that while they are called upon to vote 
less often, perhaps, and on fewer subjects, they 
will really be enabled to judge of the caliber of 
the candidates seeking office, and to watch closely 
how far they are living up to the policies for 
which they stood. In any event, it seems fairly 


clear that, just as the last century was devoted 
to the spread of the idea of democracy itself, the 
present century will concern itself, largely with 
perfecting the machinery by which democracy can 
be more efficiently worked on the gigantic scale 
of the modern world.
